Documents 1 and 2 disclose configurations of a 
conventional optical information recording medium (see, 
in particular, the thickness and composition of the 
film) . 

Documents 3-8 all disclose an optical information 
recording medium in which an Al alloy containing Ni is 
used in the reflective layer and it would be obvious to a 
person skilled in the art to apply the reflective layer 
disclosed in documents 3-8 as the reflective layer of the 
optical information recording medium disclosed in 
documents 1 and 2 . 

Moreover, document 3 mentions improving the quality 
of the surface of the reflective layer through the 
inclusion of Ni, document 7 makes reference to the amount 
of Ni added and the surface quality of the reflective 
layer and the bit error ratio and document 8 mentions the 
the amount of Ni added and "the stability of the 
reflective layer. Therefore, it would be obvious to a 
person skilled in the art to ihvestigate the most 
suitable and preferable amount of Ni to add from these 
disclosures . 
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
